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FARMERS CLING 
TO TREE-TOPS 


Cloud Bursts Change Missouri 
Streams to Devastating Torrents. 
Operator Marooned. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 6—Many thou- 
sands of acres of North Missouri bot- 
tom lands are being flooded by 
streams which, like tidal waves, to 
night, are rising and spreading their 
area at an alarming rate. Conditions 
nerth of Chillicothe, Mo., in Davies 
Grundy and Mercer counvies, are the 
worst in many years and warnings 
have been sent out to bottom farms 
in Livingston county. Cloud bursts 
last night and thie mofning caused 
Medicine Creek to rise rapidly and a 
small tributary flowing through the 
town of Gault, throngh which the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul rail- 
road runs, became so deep that 12 
miles of track was washed out. Ar- 
thur Fisk, the agent at Gault, was 
caught in the depot and remains ma- 
rooned there. He has been there 24 
hours without food and with three feet 
of water sweeping through the build- 
ing. Rescue parties who went in boats 
to save him were forced to go bac 
by the swift current. Tonight the Mi!- 
waukee’s tracks are flooded as far 
south as Lardo, Mo., and a cloud- 
burst in Mereer County, Mo,, sent a 
wal! of water four feet high down the 
east fork of the Grand River. The 
flooding of Muddy Creek in Grundy 
County at the same time to the east 
of Trentin made an island of that 
city. Bottom residenta are clinging 
to the tree tops awaiting rescue. The 
west fork of the Grand River came 
out at Pattonsburg this morning and 
that town is under three feet of water. 
It is reported that three persons are 
drowned and six are missing. The 
forks of Grand River meet at Utica 
and the coming of the water is anx- 
iously awaited there. The highrst 
mark the Missouri river at 8.t Joseph 
ever reached before was during the 
disastrous flood of 1903. Tonight the 
waters of the Missouri are rising slow- 
ly and are within a foot and a half 
of the 1903 mark at St. Joseph, 


City Isolated. 

Trenton, Mo. July 6—The Grand 
River made a new water mark exceed- 
ing all other flood records by some 
two feet today when a sudden rise 
swept down the stream and its tribu- 
taries. AH railroad traffic is stopped 
complete:y, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of property has been 
washed away, thousands of head of 
livestock have been drowned. Men 
with boata are rescuing people from 
the tree tops and from roots of build. 
ings on all sides of the city. As yet 
no lives are known to be lost. The 
river rose three feet in less than an 
hour and is still rising but more 
slowly. 


NINE KILLED BY 
INE EXPLOSION 


Gas Pocket Exploded and Cage Was 
Precipitated to Bottom of Shaft. 
Trinidad, Colo., July 6—Nine men, 
eight of whom were coal miners and 
the other a cage pilot at the Tollerville 
mine, 22 miles Northwest of Trinidad 
were instantly killed. -today when the 
cage on which they were de-cending 
struck a pocket of gas which beeame 
ignited from their lamps and exploded. 
The cage was torn from its fastenings 
and dropped to the bottom of the shaft, 
The men in the cage were either killed 
hy the expcsion or by being precipitated 
to the bottom of the shaft. The only 
American dead is Albert Noah, cager, 
aged 26 and unmarried. The shaft in 
which the catastrophe took place is 900 
feet deep and the explosion took place 
about half way down. Gas had accumu- 
lated in the mine during Sunday and 
Monday when the employees were taking 
a 48-hour lay cft to celebrate the Fourth. 


Two of Gang Arrested. 

Vancouver, July 6—Developments go 
to show that the men who held up the 
©. P. R, train No, 97 at Ducks, were 
but part of a large gang that has been 
in this province for several weeks,hav- 
ing come over from the western 
states. Several of the members of 
the gang are ex-convicts. Two of the 
gang are now in Kamloops jail, hav- 
ing been arrested yesterday. They 
have been positively identified as 
men who were seen with the robbers 
in the vicinity of Ducks just previous 
to the hold up, A woman who et 
countered the robbers in that village 
has visited Asheroit and identified the 
dead man as one of the gang. Two 
other men in the jail were also iden- 
tified. The police are arresting every 
hobo found on the rad an! already 
there are uwards of 60 men in the 
loca! jail. It was out of this big 
group of n.en that this woman selected 
two members of the hold-up gang. 
Searching parties are now trailing a 
man in the vicinity of Lytton and 
they teel certain that he is the man 
who killed Constable Decker, 


Fugitive Shot. 

Kingston, Ont., July 6.—It is stat- 
ed that Roy Purdy, a young man 
formerly with the Metropolitan Bank 
at Harrowsmith, who disappeared a 
year ago, was shot while tiding with 
others in a freight car in Oklahoma. 
He lingered in a hospital for a month 
before death came. He had been go- 
ing under the name of Rose, but di- 
vulged his right mame before 
end.

The 
motorman was borror-stricken and re- 
versed and threw the circuit breaker 
without ayail. The fender apparently 
rolled the child and passed over her 
but several slats were broken, whjch 
would permit quite a large body to 
go through. The motorman testified 
that he protested against using the 
fender but was told it was all right. 
The motorman had a fortnight’s tui- 
tion from another motorman, but had 
been running cars sitce February.

The fruit 
which has been on sale by the Jasper 
avenue merchants has been imported 
from Rritish “Vambir and other 
points and local prone’ ~f this 
luscious berry has not be». «en into 
consideration at all, 


Charles Gowan, of 11° Richard 
street, on Fraser’s flats, has proven 
to his own satisfaction and to the 
envy of all passers-by, that straw- 


berries can be grown very successful'y 
in his garden patch. Two years ago 
he secured 400 plants from the east, 
but 300 of them died the first year. 


‘The 100 or so that lived bore blossoms 


last year, but they were all plucked 
to enable the planta to become hardy 
before bearing fruit. This year the 
plants are loaded with delicious fruit, 
which Mr. Gowan says is far better 
than any of the imported barries that 
have been shown in this city. 

The fruit is just commencing to 
ripen, but Mrs. Gowan ‘picked three 
quarts yesterday morning. By the 
end of the season the little patch ia 
expected to yield considerably over 
a bushel of berries. Scarcely one of 
the berries is less than an inch in 
diameter and of a number picked at 
random nine placed side by side mea- 
aured twelve inches. 

Mr .Gowan says that people look 
at his strawberry patch as longingly 
as cows at a clover field. They 
would rather be on the inside looking 
out. It is his intention to plant a 
much larger patah to strawberrie4 
in the month of August, as he is satis: 
fied no finer berries can be grown 
anywhere ,

LIGHTNING KILLS 
MAN IN CALGARY 


Worst Electrical Storm in Years 
Works Havoc in Southern 
City 


Calgary, July 7—One man killed, a 
lady rendered unconscious, a flag pole 
on top ef the Norma] school shatwred, 
600 telephones rendered useless, win- 
dews all over town broken, caveins 
om almost every street, ix feet of 
water in the Second street east sub- 
way, putting the street railway par- 
tially out of business, is the record 
of the electric storm which passed 
over Calgary yesterday. 

The fatality occurred at about 1.30 
before the heaviest deluge of rain, 
when Paul Mueller, 18 years old, was 
struck with lightning and killed in- 
stantly. The accident oceurred while 
the unfortunate victim was indoors 
and although seven other people were 
in the room with him at the time, no 
one else was injured, 

Mueller was in the employ of Mr. 
Arthur Chamberlain at Bonnybrook, 
East Calgary, and with six members of 
the Chamberlain family and a visivor, 
Nurse Graham, Was sitting in the 
dining room. He was sitting by a 
wiridow apart from the others present 
who were all grouped around = the 
table. Suddenly a flash of lightning 
struck the house, tearing off several 
shingles and breaking tweive windows. 
Everybody in the room, with the ex- 
ception of Mueller, jumped to their 
feet with fright and it was not until 
Nurse Graham noticed that Mueller 
had not moved that it was iound that 
the lightning had struck him. Inves- 
tigation showed that he had been kil- 
led instantly. 

The unfortunate man’s parents live 
at Didsbury and hie father arrived on 
last night’s train to attend to the dis- 
position of the body. 

The other accident which happily 
did not terminate fatally occurred at 
the Normal school at about noon, 
when the flagpole on top of the schoo! 
was shattered and Mrs. McGee, wife 
of the caretaker, who lives on the 
top flat, was rendered unconscious. 
She soon revived, however, and no 
serious consequences are anticipated, 

Another bouse which "was struck had 
the chimney completely demolished. 

The cave-ins wich occurred in al- 
most every street where sewers or 
water connctions had been installed 
during the past year were responsible 
for a great many minor accidents, but 
no sérious damage is reported. 

The worst of the accidents occurred 
at the corner of Eighteenth avenue 
and Second street west, where a horse 
and rig had fallen into a deep hole. 
The police immediateiy notified the 
man in charge of lighting the holes 
and an endeaver was taade to get 
lights on them ail before morning. 
but owing to no lamps being available 
a great many were, left unprotected all

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ROADS DEPARTMENT 
WILL BE CREATED 


Council Decida2 on New Department 
to Handle Street Works and Kin- 
dred Business. 
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That the city council create a roads 
department as a ney. branch of civic 
government was one of the many im- 
portant recommendations which the 
commissioners placed before a full 
meeting of the council last evening. 

On account of the very large amount 
of streete that have to be maintained 
the commissioners advised that an 
operative department be organized to 
deal with this work on the same 
basis as the other operative depart- 
ments of the city, viz., Electric light, 
waterworks, telephone, ete. This de- 
partment would be organized with a 
superintendent fully qualified in this 
kind of work; would. deal with the 
maintenance of streets-and sidewalks 
(plank); street sweeping, cleaning of 
crussing?, opening of new étreets in- 
der the instruction of the city  en- 
gineer, maintenanve of catch basina, 
and all questions of street drainage. 
The organization at present is that 
the city engineer's department 
handles all construction work on the 
streets and after being constructed 
the work is handed to the cperative 
departments for operation and main- 
tenance. On the report being adopt- 
ed, steps will immediately be taken 
to procure a suitable man for the 
position, 

The council unanimously adopted 
the recommendation and will make 
the appointment of a capable man 
at the special meeting called for next 
week, 

New Machinery Bought. 

The tender of the Babecoek-Wilcox 
Co. re coal conveyors for power plant 
j was accepted for $6,575, with delivery 
within three months. Their system

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THREE NATIONS 
JOIN IN FETE 


Britain and France Join United 
States in Celebration at Historic 
Lake Champlain 


Hote] Champlain, Clinton county, 
N.Y., July 6—On the field about 
Fort Ticonderoya, where pdloody bat- 


tles and a lot of them in different 
wares were fought, President Taft, 
Ambassador Jusserand and Ambassa- 
dor Bryce talked peace today, Presi 
dent Taft's car was hooked on to 
the New York tercenary committee 
special at Albany this morning. 
General Nelson A. Henry and Cap- 
tain Simmons representing Governor 
Hughes, and Col. W. D. Nutting, 
acting for Governor Proudy of Ver- 
mont, greeted the President. Am- 
bassador Jusserand, the first speak- 
er, spoke briefly of Champlain who 
discovered the lake, the discovery .f 
which was being celebratcd, and then 
went into a lengthy eulogy of Mont- 
calm, 


Antoassador Bryce sounded the 
peace note in his first sentence. He 
said that “A spot so beautiful, the 
creator surely had meant for some- 
thing else than fighting.” Then the 
Ambassador took wp the cudgele for 
General Wolfe, the vpponent of Gea- 
eral Montcalm at Quebec. fn finiah- 
ing his speech Ambassador Bryce 
asked what future generations would 
say to these famous battlegrounds, 
and answered hinself, “They w'!! 
say that we admire the men ‘who 
fought as heroes, their valour and 
their self-sacrifice, but—don’t do it 
again.’ 


President Taft, who followed, aid, 
that he was glad that there was one 
apot whereon three nations could cel- 
@brate with consistency as all three 
had won victories here, He com- 
ynented on the great difficulties over- 
come by the men of past generations 
in bringing civilization to America, 
saying, “I think it is well for ua 
to go back through the history of al! 
nations in order that our heads, a lit- 
tle swelled with modern progress, 
may be diminished a bit in the pro 
per appreciation of what was done 
by nations before us, under condi- 
tions that seemed to limit the pos- 
sibility of human achievement, but 
limitations that were overcome by the 
bravery and the courage and the re- 
ligious faith of nations that preceded 
us in the development of the world. ’ 
The president made a big hit with 
the crowd with this passage from his 
speech. ‘For sixteen yeare it was 
my good fortune to go to Murray Bay 
in Canada for the summer, While 
there I learned some things and one 
was that while the Murray Highland 
ers and other soldiers of England con- 
quered on the plains of Abraham, 
uite a number of these soldiers went 
down the St. Lawrence and were in- 
duced to settle on the French seign- 
ueries which lie some eighty miles 
below Quebec. There were Black- 
burns and Warrena wud MacNeils 
and Frasers and Nairnes 2nd all the 
Scotch names that bring back the 
memory of the Murray Highlanders. 
And what did they do? They had 
the good sense to marry French wo 
men, And what happened? That 
country is full of Blackburns and 
Frasers and MeecNeils and Warrens 
and Nairns, and they don’t any of 
them speak a word of English. There 
are other ways of conquering a people 
than merely by guns.” The Presi- 
dent closed with a fervent hope’ that 
the valley never again would be the 
scene of fighting. After the apeech 


making, Mr, Taft and Governor 
Hughes, Governor Proudy, the am- 
bassadors and other  diguiiaries, 


boarded the Steamer Ticonderoga and 
were taken to Port ‘Henry where they 
took a train for Bluff Point where 
they arrived at 7.30 p.m

It an excess 
of profit over the extra war tax ol 
six cents a pound on such tobacco to 
provide funds with which the coun- 
try was to fight Spain It came to 
the manufacturers largely because 
congress was indifferent until it came 
to striking out provisions for de- 
creased weight packages when the 
war tax was repealed in April, 1902. 
That moet of this vast revenue in- 
crease went to the tobacco irust ie 
definitely shown by the stock records 
of the American Tobacco Company. 
Prior to June, 1908, the common stock 
of the trust sold as low as 80. In 
June of that year, the very month in 
which the war tax was put on, the 
stock was quoted at 914%. It is now 
selling about 140. The charge i 
directly made that practically , all 
extra dividends, which range from 
10 per cent, to 22 per cent. a year, 
have gone into the coffers of the trust 
from the “Spanish war tax fund.” 
In a recent speech in congress Sena- 
tor Beveridge, of Indiana, said; ‘fhe 
manufacturer still collects the war 
time tax from the people; instead of 
paying it to the government he keeps 
it for himself. This amendment 
does more than provide the needed 
revenue, li corrects an injustice te 
which the American people has slav- 
ed for nearly eight years. We can- 
not undo the wrong of what hae been 
done during these years, but we can 
stop it in the future,” 
Senator Beveridge figures that to 
bacco manufacturers under the “sys 
tem” had taken from the — govern- 
ment $184,000,000 since 1902 by using 
the short weight packages authorized 
at the time the special war tax was 
put on. Figures taken by the Ameri- 
can government experts from the an- 
nual reports of the commissioner of 
internal revenue show a loss to the 
governy of at least $177,000,000; 
this is a direct loss, that to the con 
sumer having been much greater. 
Considering decreased weight of 
tobacco packages, the tobacco manu 
facturera have made a profit over the 
extra war tax on 1,000,643,000 pounds 
of low grade tobacco at the rate of 
4 cents a pound, and on 252,410,000 
pounds of high grad tobacco at 10 
cents, a total of some  $935,600,000. 
They gained $11,700,000 in 1902 from 
the 20 per cent. discount granted 
them for restoring the regular two, 
four and six ounce packages. From 
1904 until July, 1909, they gained the 
six cents a pound reduction in tariff, 
the war tax having been removed and 
the price holding the same This 
netted the enormous sum, of $194,-

563,000. Excess over the tax on snuff, 
amounting to $2,000,000, and profits 
under the rebating acts bring the 
enormous total up to  $271,500,000,

Hutton believes that wifalfa 
can be succesefully grown in this 
province and that stock men must 
all turn to it sooner or later, in order 
to solve the question of fodder for 
their herds He thinks, along with 
others interested in the deevlopment 


of agriculture, thet it will not be 
very long before the’ native grasses 
in this province are exterminated 
and stockmen will have to turn to 
some kind of fodaer other than wild 
hay. Such an emergency in many

“‘AMalfa will double the stock carry 
ing capacity for a quarter section of 
land as compared with any clover 
hay,”’ said Mr. Hutton to a Bulletin

“Tt will mean more hoga, more 
cattle and more sheep and much bet 
ter quality. In a recent bulletin 
issued by the U.S. Department © 
Agriculture at Washington, the state- 
ment was made that where alfalfa has 
been introduced into a state it has 
doubled the value of land in’ three 
years by reason of the greater pro 
dvetivity which it) has made pos 


sible 


in Alberta. 

“T believe we can grow alfalfa in 
Alberta,” continued Mr. Hutton 
“Where a hardy strain is grown and 
given a fair trial there is no doubt 
about it succeeding I have letters 
to show that it has been ‘highly sne 
cessful on one farm and a failure on 
another, simply because proper judg: 
ment was used in one ee and not 
in the other. On the farm at La- 
combe the alfalfa has ‘had a most 
luxuriant growth by the proper it 
oculation of the soil. Dr, Saunders,

ten dollars per acre in nitrogen to 
the value of the aoil each year, Last 


year, which was the first harvest, off 
the alfalfa bed from 3% to 4‘, tons of 
hay were taken off. This is excep 
tionally good when it is considered 
that it takea the plant three years to 
fully develop 

Mr. Hutton advises the growing of 
Turkestan alfalfa rather than the 
variety, it is claimed to 
be much hardier, * This seed can be 
supplied by the farm at Lacombe.

NATIONAL CHARACTER 


A Piea to the Delegates to the Im- 
perial Press Conference to Uphold 
the Qualities of National Charac- 
ter Which Have made the Empire 
What It ts. : 


_ More complete reports of the ses 
sion of the Imperial Press conference 
held on Thursday, June 8 have been 
‘brought by the mails. The topic was 
“The Press and the Empire.” Mr. 
Recinald McKenna, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, presided, the principal 
speakers being Sir Edward Grey, For- 
eign Minister, and the Earl of Cro- 
mer, who until two years ago, was 
British agent and Consul4éeneral ‘n 
Egypt. 

In this opening address Mr. MeKen- 
ha pointed out the necessity to the 
Empire of keeping open the high- 
Way of the seas. “So long as we keep 
that high road open,” he said, “our 
difficulties of mutual defence, mut- 
ual assistance in common defence, 
are not so great as those which a huan- 
dred years ago confronted the gov- 
ernment of every European country. 
It had the problem of local trans- 
port to encounter. The remotest do- 
minion is nearer to the British shores 
téday than the north of France was 
to the south of France a hundred 
years ago, The one essential thing 
is that we should keep the high road 
to the sea open, and that is the great 
Imperial strategic problem which con- 
fronts us.’ 

Keen the Navy out of Politics. 

In conclusion he asked that 
navy be removed from the arena « 
party polities, “If you make it dis- 
creditable,—as you can—if yon make 
it discreditadle to treat the navy in 
any other way than thé Kupiie itself 
ig treated,as something which is not 
to be made the mere subject of party 
discussion, you will have rendered 
the greatest service which it is in the 
power of any man to render to Im- 
perial defence. (Cheers.)) We must 
be left free to discuss these problems 
on their pure merits—(cheers)—with- 
out considering this er that party gain 
or party loss, and here we do call 
upon you om both sides—on — both 
sides we call upon you to render 
your assistance in raising the navy 
into the status of something above 
party, and purely imperial.” 

Britain's Foreign Policy. 

“The navy,” eaid Sir Edward Grey, 
on rising, “is the common security of 
the whole Empire. If it ever fails 
to be that it will be of no use for 
us to discuss any @ther subjec‘s, and 
the maintenance of the navy in that 
position, therefore, must be the firat 
care, not only of us at home, but of 
the self-governing dominions beyond 
the But for my own part, d 
would pass to-more general subjects 
which come under the heading 2 
“The Press and the Empire.” As I 
represent the Foreign Office, 1 should 
like to teke the opportunity of giving 
you a short address upon foreign pols 
iey, And I would say this: the for- 
eign policy of this country is to keep 
what we have got, to consolidate and 
to develop it, to quarrel as littie as 
possible with other people in doing 
so, and to uphold in the councils of 
the world, in diplomacy, those ideals 
is every part of the world by whieh 
we set so much store at home,” 

The Press and Criticism 

“] imagine the functions of the 
press mainly three.

the empire in whatever part it +s 
found? Well, I think in the first 
place, a sense of justice,—a sense of 
justice, the feeling if you be a self 
governing colony, that government is 
for the people, exercised through the 
people—a feeling that in the case if 
the great dependencies which have 
not self-government, government is’ to 
be a trust, exercised for the people. 
In the second place, I think @ hatred 
of pretence and a genuine dislike of 
it. 
Need of Compromise. 

And in the third place I think we 
have made and we are maintaining 
the empire by recognizing that in all 
controversies, with other people the 
best settlement has been to compro- 
mise. And I would depreciate very 
strongly any idea that the Foreign 
Office is more ready to compromise 
with foreign countries where the in- 
teresta of colonies are concerned-than 
where our own interests are coreern- 
ed, And ~ am quite convinced «f 
this—that though now and then a 
self-governing dominion beyond the 
sens may think that in some settle- 
ment with a foreign country the Brr- 
tish Foreign Office has not been stiff 
enough in upholding British interest, 
if they could only have access to, or 
if they could only read even the Blue- 
books which have been published giv- 
ing an account of the negotiations 
with foreign countries in whieh any 
colonial interest was directly concern- 
ed, they’ would find that whete we 
have made cessions of territory they 
have not been those which have be 
longed to self-governing colonies. 


Compromise surely is one of the 
things which is essential to every 
great empire. If we were to assert 
the extreme letter of everything 


which we.claim the British Empire 
would become impossible I do not 
mean for a moment that we should 
give up what we have got. You will 
find in every part of the world our 
interésts are already so great ‘hat 
when any changes are in prospect 
we are at once told that because our 
interests are so great, if anything new 
is coming, we are the people who 
ought to have the greater share of ‘t. 
Well, you cannot press your claims to 
that extent Keep what you have 
got.. But we must be moderate We 
must be moderate in enforcing claims 
outside what we have got, or else 
there would be no» room—no fair 
room—for others in the world, 
Publishing News. 

Well, now, the third function af 
teh press is that of publishing news, 
and, sir, I think we are confronted 
by a difficulty—by the extreme Ta- 
pidity of the means of communica- 
tion, It is no doubt desirable to 
puSlish news quickly, but it I ne 
less desirable that the news should 
be accurate. We had a little e@x- 
ample the other day of how danger- 
ous the telegraph is, even when it 
is accurate if it is not complete, and 
there went out a telegraphic mes- 
sage to South Africa giving an entire- 
iy wrong impression of the atti- 
tude of the British government t0- 
wards tlre new constitution. We 
ought all to be on our guard against 
any partial or incomplete news sent 
throughout the empire giving @ false 
jopression in any Dominion beyond 
as to the attitude of the

mother country, or giving the mother 

country a wrong impression of any 

dominion beyond the seas. 

Moderation and Strength, 

Gentlemen, I know that we must 

have parties—parties 1 the great 

dominions as, there are parties at 


home, and that the press cannot be 
united on everything. There are 
things on which we must differ. But 
let the whole press throughout the 
empire at any rate be united on 
these great things--on upholding the 
qualities of national character whica 
have made the empire what Ib 1s. 
Insist on having them everywhere in 
public men! Be strong! Standup for 
strength! But insist that our mod- 


eration shall be such that our 
strength shall be feared only Dy 
those who attack us, and in every 


part of the British dominions labor 
to make government honest and em 
pire honorable. That surely is 4 
worthy and great work whieh brings 
us all, press and public men, togeth- 
era work in» which we can all co- 
operate, Hold fast to the great es- 
sentials without division of party «1! 
ol ypinion,. 
The Earl of Cromer.

London, July 5—Hon,. Frank Over, 
im an interview today discusses Hugh 
Graham's remarks beiore the press 
conference on emigration and British 
sentiment.

of one of the horses, the second en 
tered Fraser's shoulder but he did 
not fall, the third entered the head 
about two inches from the tep and 
smashed the skull, eausing instant 
death.

The south- 
west sold wheat here in a_ liberal 
way. The beara were greatly Sur 
prised because of the strength shown 
by wheat early, which was brought 
about by the unfavorable wet wea- 
ther over nearly the entire winter 
wheat belt and which is delaying 
work in the field as well as causing 
some damage in the shock The 
etrength soon gave way to weakness 
as wheat was thrown overboard in 
lots to suit, and sentiment was quite 
bearish Indiana was offering new 
red winter wheat here and samples of 
this grain were shown on the tables 
on change.

last year Harvest in Missouri has 
been delayed by rain

Gold and notes ‘o 
the amount of several hundred dol- 
lars were found on the body and re- 
ceipts and bank notes show that he 
had $13,000 on deposit in a Loa An- 
geles bank. Sir Arthur Cowell-Step 
ney was the only instance of a weal 
thy English baronet publicly é 
nouncing, and adjuring, 80 to speak, 
an inherited honor of this kind, al 
though many other titled Englishmen 
have dropped the prefixes to their 
names on coming to America.

The divorce suit of Stepney’s wife, 
which was heard in London in May, 
1903, was one of the strangest which 
has ever been recorded in the Englisn 
courts. The charge was desertion, 
Tt was stated by counsel that the 
petitioner was a daughter of the late 
Lord de Tabley, and the respondent 
was formerly a member of Parlia- 
ment and a large landed proprietor 
in Wales. The respondent noi only 
denied desertion, mut he set up a de- 
eree of divorce obtained by him on 
Idaho, a decree which the petitioner 
asserted, was founded on an alleged 
domicile The decree was obtained 
on March 3, and counsel said if the 
decree was uschallenged in England 
the entailed estates, of which Miss 
Elsie Stepney, the daughter of the 
marriage, was tenant entail, would be 
affected, and her right impeached. 
The marriage took place in 187%.

BRITAIN PROTESTS 
AGAINST SLAVERY 


Hopes to Receive Reports From Congo 
That Belgian Government Has 
Effected Reform. 

Boston, Mass., July 7—The Congo 
Reform aasoc'ation last night made 
public the text of a memorandum 
whieh the British secretary for for- 
eign affairs sent to the Belgiam gov- 
ernment on Jane lith with reference 
to the question of the annexation of 
Congo by Belgium. This memoran- 
dum {s in reply to one received from 
Belgium on March 15th. In this the 
Belgian government while still with- 
holding direct guarantees of reforms 
in the Congo had reported how pain- 
ful it is for the Belgian people to see 
their intentions called into question 
after innumerable proofs have been 
given for their love for civilization. 
A request was made for an assurance 
that in the mind of the British gov- 
ernment her past history is a guar- 
antee of her present loyal intentions. 

In the memorandum now made pub- 
lic the British government briefly de- 
scribing the conditions of the natives 
in the Congo ssys: “To this state of 
things so amply described in the pub- 
lished reports of His Majesty’s con- 
euls, His Majesty’s government can- 
not give recognition and they are sure 
that the Belgian governmwnent desires to 
put an end to it, for it is in fact in- 
distinguishable from, slavery.” 

“His Majesty's government anxi- 
ously awaits reports from’ the Congo 
which will show that the Belgian 
vovernment has succeeded in stopping 
the system of forced labor which has 
hitherto prevailed, for His Majesty's 
government is sure that the Belgian 
government will agree that a system 
such as described in British and Am. 
erican cofsularships is indefensible.”’ 

John Daniels, secretary of the Con- 
go Reform association states that the 
association will néw make every ef- 
fort to induce the American govern- 
ment to send to Belgium a memoran- 
dum of the same purport as sent by 
Great Britain,
